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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is responsive to the BPAI Decision dated 07/28/06 and 
Applicant's Amendment filed on 1 1/27/06. 

2. Applicant's Amendment filed on 1 1/27/06 fails to comply with the request set 
forth in the letter mailed 1 1/16/06. 

Specifically, the letter mailed 1 1/16/06 requested the Applicant to present 
dependent claims which were reversed by the BPAI (i.e. claims 7-13, 20-21, and 23) in 
the independent forms. Applicant's Amendment filed on 1 1/27/06 did not present claims 
7-13, 20-21, and 23 in the independent forms but added new claims 38, 39, and 40. 
Since the prosecution of the application is closed, Applicant's Amendment to add new 
claims 38, 39, and 40 fails to comply with the request set forth in the letter mailed 
11/16/06. 

As a result, the Amendment filed on 1 1/27/06 has not been entered. 

3. Status of the claims is as follows:
